Treated With Strong Brine for
Twenty-four Hours They Burn
Beautifully

“Did |t Lo attempt to
ealvage the clinkers?” asked the commuter,
who manages the furnace in his pretty sub-
urban home. "I have made an Important
discovery lately, or, at lenet, 1 did ot make
the discovery myself, but 4 friend of mine
did. I have tried it out proved its
worth, to my own satisfaction. Now, If you
have ever tried to run a furnace—or a kit-
chen stove, either, vou know that there are
ulmost always u great many clinkers which
clog up the grate and have to be removed,
These ara usually thrown awawv
lews. But they need not nill
gome of them may be used,
in Epent In preparing them
kinds of clinkers, the smooth
of stone which have becoms blackened by
assnciation with real coal, but which ecannot
he burnbd, however hard ane may try, and a
rough kind which conslsts of pleces of real
conl which, however, does not burn readily.
Any one who takes care of a furnace or
conl atove knows these varieties and is able
to distinguish betwoen them,

"What I do I to
olinkers, the real coal, from the smooth
clinkers which are stone. These latter |
throw away, for they are of no uge at sl
Then I put the rough clinkers In a pall and
pour over them a strong brine—I1 use the
conrgn  jce-cream  salt for it, otherwise It
would be far too expensive an operation—
and let them soak for about twenty-four
hours, By that time the brine In pretty well
absorbed nnd when 1 throw these salted
clinkers, as you might call them, on the fire,
I ind that they burn beaut!fuliy, T'hia Is not
much work and {t does help 1o =ave coal,
which is surely o worth-while occupation
theee days."
